MR. PAYSON'S REPORT ADOPTED. 

WAnntxorox, D. C., Jan. 21.—[Special.}—The 
Committee on Public Lands, to whom was re- 
ferred certain bills relating to the grant in aid 
of the Texas Pacific, tonight adopted the report 
drafted by Mr. Payson. The first question con- 
sidered was that of the power of Congress to 
interfqre in any event. They decided to rec- 
ommend that the bill be passed declaring the 
orfeited for breach of the condition on 
which it was made, restoring the lands to the 
public domain for sale and settlement ander 
existing law, and protecting the rights of set- 
tlers under the. Government. The section of 
the act of incorporation which is alleged to be 
violated is as follows: 


Sue. 4. That the said Texas Pacific Railroad 
Company shall have power and lawful authority to 
purchase the stock, land grants, franchises, 
appurtenances of, and consolidate on such terms. 
as may be agreed upon between the parties, 
any railroad company or companies beretofore 
chartered Congressional, State, or Territorial 
euthority on the reute prescribed in the first sec-

The Ordinance Amended and Passed—Action as 
to the Exposition Building—Reward 
the 


The City Council met last night. The Mayor 
retarned without his approval the ordinance 
concerning the Union Iron & Steel Company 
laying railroad tracks. He stated in his message 
that it was the first time he had ever returned 
an ordinance because @ngugh had not been 
granted. The company refused to accept the 
ordinance because the term of ten years was 
entirely too short, and the suggestion was 
made that twenty be substituted. Another ob- 
jection by the company is in relation to that 
part regarding the track on Ashland avenne. 
In this the Mayor does not agree with them, as 
he believes unauthorized tracks should be 
forced from every street whenever prac- 
ticable. He suggested a compromise to the 
effect that the Iron & Steel Company and the 
Chichgo & Alton Railroad Company should re- 
Unquish all right or pretended right to operate 
tracks on Ashland avenue in perpetuity, and 
for such relinquishment recommended the 
granting of the use of such track for ten years, 
and no longer, and at the end of that time the

THE MURDER MYSTERY. 

POSTPONEMENT OF THE IS8QUEST INTO THE 

CAUSE Of AMELIA ULSEN'’S TAKING-OFrr— 
Sunna TRYING TO GET OUT ON A WRIT OF 

HABEAS CORPUS—HIS ALIBI-—RUMORS. 

Yesterday passed with no developments in 
the mystery surrounding the murder of Amelia 
Olsen. The morbid: curiosity Which attracted 
thousands to the prairie where she 
her murderer and where her body was found, 
the only evidence of bis fearful work, seems to 
be slowly dying out. With the funeral Sunday 
her home also lost nearly all the visitors who for 
five days thronged to it in such great nu mbers. 
The feeling is generally becoming prevalent in 
the vicinity that the mystery of her murder 
will never be unraveled, the sentiment growing 
as each day without any discovery 
which might lead to its solution. 

The Coroner's inquest was begun yesterday 
morning at the West Chicagwo Avenue Station. 
The family of the murdered girl, several of 
their friends, and the family of Shehan were 
present. Capt. Bonfield, on account of several 
matters of importance tequiring considerable 
time to fully investigate, asked for an adjourn- 
ment until Tuesday, Jan. 29. Deputy-Coroner 
Shanahan granted the request, as he did not 
wish to examine a portion of the witnesses and 
then grant an extended adjournment. 

Fred H. Trude wag retained late Saturday 
night for Suehan's defense, and secured a short 
interview with him after the adjournment.
